Civil action against Oliver, who will appear this afternoon for formal 
committal charged with forcible seizure, arises out of alleged statements 
Dr, Latimer claims Oliver has made in connection with the case. 


PENTICTON, B.C., Dee, 8—Counsel for Charles Oliver, 
who is charged with “forcible seizure,” in connection with the 
“tar and feathering” of Dr. V. E. Latimer on November 25, 
announced that they would reserve their defence for the 
higher court, thus anticipating the committal of Oliver for 
trial when the preliminary hearing on his case resumes this 
afternoon, The prosecution concluded their case yesterday | 
afternoon. His counsel have arranged temporary bail for | 
Oliver on two bail bonds of $1,000 each. 

It is intimated that the defence will base their case on 
an “alibi”, when the trial in higher court takes place. 

Dr. V. E. Latimer, testifying yesterday afternoon, stated | 
that Oliver was sitting at the wheel of the sedan automobile 
into which Latimer was dragged last Monday night and} 
taken away to be subjected to an application of sticky fluid | 
and feathers. The sixty five year old physician also testified | 
that Oliver threatened his life last August, and*had given him 
seven days in which to leave town. Oliver is a son of the 
late Hon. John Oliver, former premier of British Columbia. 
Latimer is well known in his profession in western Canada.

MR. DOUGLAS FOR MAYOR 

Of the four candidates who have been 
put in nomination, the Bulletin would re- 
spectfully suggest to its readers the 
election of Mr. J. M. Douglas as mayor of 
the city for 1930, Mr. Douglas came to 
Edmonton more than thirty years ago. 
He was long engaged in business, on 
cither side of the river, is widely known 
and universally respected. He has served 
on the city council, and represented 
Strathcona in the Dominion parliament; 
is approachable, and well qualified to 
represent the city on ceremonial occasions 
and to preside at meetings of the council. 

As the commissioner system has 
evolved in Edmonton, the mayor of the 
city functions as chief business manager 
of civic affairs, as well as presiding officer 
of the city council. Business training and 
experience are therefore desirable on the 
part of the holder of that office, and the 
possession of these advantages should go 
a long way to recommend a candidate to 
the choice of the electors. Given the sup- 
port of a capable body of aldermen, Mr. 
Douglas should give the city a year of 
clean, efficient and progressive admin- 
istration. 


PLENTY O¥ CHOICES 
With sixteen candidates in 
for five aldermanic seats, the 


the: field 
voters of 


Edmonton cannet complain that they 
have not a_ sufficiently wide range 
of choices. Occupations, and political 
affiliations and complexions are cor- 


respondingly diverse. The C, G, A., made 
up of Liberals and Conservatives, and the 
Labor party, are represented by complete 
“slates,” and so far as they are concerned 
it is openly admitted to be a fight to 
secure a majority in the city council and 
to thus control civic policy. 

After all, what Edmonton needs in 
the direction of its affairs is a council of 
thoroughly capable men. To what party 
a candidate happens to belong, or whether 
he belongs to any, is a matter of less 
importance, Party domination is a doubt- 
ful advantage at the best, anc at worst it 
is a very positive disadvantage to 
city. There should be no politics at the 
city hall. The voters will be making no 
mistake if they so cast their votes that the 
council will be representative of the entire 
electorate rather than that the Labor 
party, Liberal party or Conservative 
party, control civic affairs, and thereby 
introduce ‘machine politics” into the city 
hall. 


BUILD THE NEW STAND 


Calgary, Regina and Saskatoon, the 
centres at which the other three large 
fairs in the western circuit are held, has 
each built a new concrete grand-stand 
within recent years. Edmonton is the 
laggard of the quartette in regard to the 
accommodation it offers to those who 
come to attehd the great mid-summer 
show. 

The proposal is that the city shall fi- 
nance the construction of a _ large 
concrete stand here, but that the annual 
charges shall be met out of the revenues 
of the exhibition association. .The asso- 
ciation definitely undertakes to meet 
these charges, and offers, if necessary, to 
pledge the revenue from the stand for that 
purpose. 

That being the case, it is to be sup- 
posed that every tax-payer who sees any 
notable advantage in the summer fair 
would vote for the money bylaw if he were 
convinced that the revenues of the asso- 
ciation will be sufficient to meet these 
charges, and that the cost of the improve- 
ment will not have to be taken out of the 
city treasury. 

Calgary is the only one of the other 
three cities for which figures bearing on 
that question are available, and the ex- 
perience there is very convincing. The 
first year Calgary’s new stand was in 
operation there was an increase in grand 
stand revenue of more than 50 per cent. 
Last year, following an enlargement of 
the stand, the revenue again jumped from 
more than $52,000 to more than $75,000, 

The inference from this is that people 
are willing to pay for grand-stand accom- 
modation, and that in failing to supply 
this in sufficient quantity the Edmonton 
exhibition is simply throwing away reve- 


nue. The present stand will hold 3,850 
people, The proposed stand would hold 
7,000, If the Calgary precedent counts 
for anything, the new stand would be

pretty well filled the first year il was 
available, with correspondingly increased 
receipts. 

The revenue from the present stand 
averages about $20,000 per year, A fifty 
per cent increase, such as followed the 
building of a similar stand in CaJgary, 
would provide $30,000, a sum more than 
sufficient to meet the interest charges 
and the sinking fund on a permanent, fire- 
proof structure of the kind proposed. 

No one who is familiar with the over- 
crowded conditions which prevail on the 
big days of the fair can doubt that a fifty- 
per cent increase in grand-stand revenue 
is entirely possible. There have been 
times when twice the number of seats 
could have been sold. If the new stand is 
not built, the present one will have to be 
doubled in size, if the fair is to be allowed 
to grow normally. 

The chief reason for building an en- 
tircly new concrete stand, of course, is 
that the present one is not safe. It is satis- 
factory, therefore, to find that the pre- 
sent condition does not have to be longer 
endured, and that a fireproof stand with 
twice the accommodation can be built 
without the tax-payers being called on to 
foot the bill, or any part of it.

While the normal lung 
tolerates dust to an amazing degree 
it may succumb after years of expo- 
sure. 

The worst dust is silica which can 
bring on disability in from three to 
nine years, Workers exposed to the 
heavy coal dust may escape from 20 
to 30 years before a fibrosis of the 
lungs is brought on. 

The damage of silica is known as 
silicosis and seems to be caused me- 
chanically by the abrasion of the 
sharp particles on the lung tissues, 
causing scarring. Silica is the main 
cause of industrial tuberculosis, as the 
searring of the delicate lung lining 
allows the tubercular inection to gain 
a foothold. The first symptom of 
silicosis 1s a shortness of breath fol- 
lowed by a mild cough and then great 
difficulty in breathing. 

The zinc mines of Missouri and the 
South African gold mine produce 
large quantities of silica dust, as do 
also the flint, sandstone, granite and 
quartz quarries. There seems to be 
little danger of industrial tuberculosis 
among the coal miners if the coal dust 
is without silica, Dust from flour is 
also comparatively safe for breathing, 
although the vegetable dusts are 
thought to be more likely to cause 
bronchitis or pneumonia, Cotton dust

they may know little of the inner life 
that each lives when he or she shuts 
himself or herself up in solitary com- 
munion, The private self may ap- 
pear so little to the family that they 
ardly know of its existence. Thete 
arises the family reserve; and {t arises 
the more readily in the member of a 
family who is different and leads a 
more complex, a more troubled Ife, 
He is forced into himself because he 
knows that the family would never 
understand. Perhaps he is more 
usually a she, 

I won't speak of those rare persons 
of uncommon clay, of such superior 
quality that their presence refines 
every contact; for whatever family 
they are born into, unless it be an 
equally extraordinary one, cannot be 
expected to comprehend their won- 
drous fortune, That no man is a hero 
to his valet is a parallel situation; 
it is explained that this is so not be- 
cause the hero is not a hero, but be- 
cause the valet is a vglet. A distinctly 
superior member of a family will not 
be understood because the family is 
his family, Yet saying so much, I 
must in fairness add that occasionally 
a member of the family does under- 
stand; it may be father, mother, 
brother or sister.

Our Freudian friends make much 
of the neurotic dangers that lie in 
wait for the oldest child or the young~ 
est child (or the in-between child) 
and particularly for the only child, 
who is both. Much of this handicap 
seems to me obvious and thus avold~ 
able, and more of it exaggerated and 
even imaginary. My sympathies go 
out to the “different” child. And 
since such situations in these psycho~- 
analytic days need a name, I will call 
it the “Joseph” complex. 

It is the Joseph or the Josephine 
member whom the family never un- 
derstands. The estrangement may 
occur on only a moderate deviation 
from the type to which the rest of the 
family—usually, conventional if not 
commonplace—conform, It is enough 
to send Joseph back to his inner re- 
sources, to keep him in a state of fric- 
tional unrest and thwarted striving. 
If he or she goes away from home, 
there may be salvation in a foreign 
land, though not accompanied by the 
repentant honor of the biblical tale, 
For more likely Joseph will remain, 
dgspite his glory if he happens to find 
if” an enigma and a stranger to the 
family circle, 

I have no sovereign or even helpful 
remedy to propose for the situation, 
which ts often a problem just because 
Joseph ‘retains a family affection, or 
is economically or by other circum- 
stance tonstralned to live both in the 
family and out of it. I am saying only 
that the situation appeals to me, and 
I express the hope that if the family 
only understood the nature of the 
Situation, they would not so com- 
pletely fail to understand the Joseph 
in their midst. ‘ P 

We are all loath to admit that any 
one who is just one of us, born and 
bred like the rest of us, may in that 
deeper life, which is the truer life, be 
altogether different. The different 
child is often dismissed as queer or 
conceited, as one who poses or holds 
himself superior and needs to be re- 
minded in no gentle terms that he is 
just one of the family. I make no 
claim that he is always superior, but 
plead only for an understanding 
tolerance toward the different child. 
Perhaps with this reminder, which ts 
not a parable but a true story, there 
will be more families who will under- 
stand,

HOW SHALL WE INTRODUCE CUP) 
FEEDINGS? 
The child of one year should be 
drinking all of his milk from # cup, 
which means four cups of milk a 
day; one with breakfast, lunch, a mid- 
afternoon lunch, and night meal. In 
order to accomplish this, cup feedings 
must be started much earlier than one | 
year of age. A child doesn't learn to 
drink from a cup except after repeat- 
ed trials, and even while le ts nursing 
or, being bottle fed, he should have 
both water and orange julce by cup, 
and his cereal and vegetables by spoon 
in order to accustom him to these ad- 
vanced methods of feeding 
At about six months the mother can 
offer him an ounce or so of milk by 
cup (whether bottle or breast fed), 
She can continue this practice until 
weaning time (with breast fed baby), 
and then offer more by cup at each 
feeding and finish on the bottle. If 
baby is weaned early artd it is neces- 
sary to wean to a bottle, accomplish 
this and then start the cup feedings | 
gradually, a little in the cup, then 
finish by bottle, A ttle more in the 
cup and less in the bottle until all of 
the feeding is given by cup, 
The Older Child 
The child who is still taking a botl- 
tle when past a year needs no such 
gradual introduction, Bottle feedings | 
must be stopped, There is no danger 
that baby ts going to starve if he re- 
fuses to drink as much milk as he has 
ben taking by bottle and this ts no

ings. Specialists in baby feeding as-
